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As Gallmeyer fails to show a fixing sleeve at all, or any supporting elements that 
, are at least partially axial ty outside the mass member, the combination of Yokoda and 
Gallmeyer similarly fafls to disclose at least the claimed features of independent claim 
22 wherein only one fixing sleeve is provided and the drcumferentfaOy distributed 
supporting elements are arranged at least partially axially outside the mass member. 

Dependent claims 2-13, 18-21 and 23-38 should be allowable for at least the 
same reasons set forth with respect to independent claims 1 and 22. Further, new 
claims 39 and 40 should be allowable for at least the same reasons. Claim 39 depends 
from claim 22 and further specifies the embodiment of Figures 3, 4, and 5. Likewise, 
claim 40 should be allowable for the same reasons as set forth with respect to claim 22 
and further modifies the claim to specifically address the embodiment of Figures 6, 7, 
and 8. No new matter or issues are raised with respect to claims 39 and 40. 

Having overcome all of the objections and rejections set forth in the Office Action, 
the Applicant submits that the case is In a condition for allowance, and a Notice of 
Allowability is therefore earnestly solicited.
